loaned to B. IL Gaskill &

ago First Lieutenant Hamilton Foley 
of the Fifth cavalry, stationed in the 
Philippines, was tried by courtmartial 
charged with conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 
As the trial 
was progressing Seer- tary Root issued 
a general order that all courtmartial 
cases in the Philippines lie expedited 
as much as possible. 
Foley applied 
for time to procure evidence from this 
country bearing on his case. 
His ap­ 
plication was denied and he was ad­ 
judged guilty on every charge and dis­ 
missed from the army. 
In the routine 
of business President Roosevelt ap­ 
proved this finding. 
Later Governor 
Magoon of the Panama canal zone re­ 
ported that the evidence which Foley 
should have t w ii allowed to procure 
showed that he was entirely innocent 
of every charge brought, 
On this find­ 
ing President Roosevelt has just or­ 
dered Foley reappointed to his grade. 
The law, however, prohibits the ap­ 
pointment of a civilian as commis­ 
sioned officer in the army unless he is 
under the age of twenty-seven.
